TORONTO, Oct, 12—(CP)—Fin- 
ance Minister Iisley said today in 
his first major speech of the Fifth 
Victory Loan campaign that until 
the loan’s objective of $1,200,000,- 
000 is exceeded Canadians will ex- 
perience a “saturation campaign” 
aimed at strippig their pocket 
books of all but essential finances. 

In an address prepared for de- 

livery to a Toronto service club 
luncheon, he warned against home- 
front complacency because of re- 
cent successes, against believing 
Hitlerite propaganda which is trying 
to drive a wedge between Russia | 
and the western democracies and 
against relaxation of the determin- | 
ation that has speeded Canada from 
an uncertain standing start in 1939 
to her present strong position 
among the world’s military, powers. 


HARDEST PART AHEAD 

“Possibly Victory in Europe is in 
sight, but between us and victory 
lies much the hardest part of our 
Canadian struggle—both overseas in 
the battles themselves and here at 
home in our efforts to provide our 
forces and our allies with their vital 
requirements,” he said. 

He said he had felt during much 
of the war that Canadians have 
heen over-confident, “first of the 
certainty of complete victory and | 
more latterly of the time which it 
will take’ to achieve it.” He traced 
the steady improvement in the war 
situation during the last year, but | 
said that our “over-enthusiastic op- | 
timism” has been slammed back re- 
cently by revival of submarine war- | 
fare on the North Atlantic with U- 
boat wolf packs using “new, secret 
and terrible instruments of sea at- 
tack.”

MOSCOW, Oct.

Said today, and German de- 
molition squads are putting 
the torch to the city’s historic 
buildings and touching off 
destructive land mines. 

Triumphant Russian forces 
were streaming in force across 
the Dnieper on either side of 
Kiev and closing swiftly against 
the keystone city of the river line 
which the Nazis clearly despaired 
of holding much longer. 

The whole massive struggle for 
the west bank of the Dnieper, the 
line which Adolf Hitler had ordered 
his armies to hold or die, ap- 
proached a climax. Everywhere 
the Red army was swarming ahead 
and tightening its grip on a broad 
stretch beyond the river. 

HEAVY NAZI LOSSES 

Field dispatches reporting a 
sharp upsurge in German tank and 
plane losses—almost double those 
of previous days—indicated that the 
Nazis were reachmg the peak of 
their resistance as the Soviet 
striking power beyond the Dnieper 
increased by the hour. 

As their position on the right 
bank of the Dnieper deteriorated, 
the Germans loosed the full fury 
of their vandalism on Kiev, the 
Russians reported, in a bid to 
whittle down as much as possible 
the value of the great military

“I have now to announce the lat 
est application of these instruments 
At the outset of the war the Portu- 
guese government in full agreement 
with His Majesty’s government in 
the United Kingdom adopted a 
policy of neutrality with a view to 
preventing the war from spreading 
to the Iberian Peninsula.” 


NOT INCONSISTENT 

Subsequently, he said, Portugal 
frequently stated that such a policy | 
was not inconsistent with the Portu- 
uese-British Alliance, which was 
reaffirmed by Lisbon in the early 
days of the war 

Britain, on the basis of the 
ancient alliance, has now asked 
Portugal for “certain facilities in 
the Arores which wil! enable that 
better protection be provided for 
merchant shipping in the At- 
lantic.” 

Portugal agreed to grant the re- 
quest and arrancements, effective at 
once, heve been concluded regard- 
ing conditions governing the use 
of the facilities by the British and

Salazar, in response, said he 
shared the hopes that the agree- 
ment would help bring about 


greater safety for shipping in the 
Atlantic, “and that he trusted this 
new proof of Portugal's loyalty to 
traditions would fortify the 
secular alliance and serve to draw 
still closer the bonds of friendship 
uniting the two peoples.”

The bonds 


LONDON, Oct. 12—(CP)— 
British midget submarines, 
penetrating the heavily- 
guarded Norwegian hideout 
of the German fleet, have 
crippled the mighty battleship 
Tirpitz and left her apparent- 
ly immobilized, 

Three of the small subs—e 
hitherto undisclosed British wea- 
pon—are missing. A group or the 
submersibles, 1,000 miles from 
home, threaded their way some 
50 miles into narrow Alten Fjord, 
through mine fields and heavy 
patrols, to attack the Tirpitz Sept. 
22, an admiralty announcement 
disclosed yesterday. They attack- 
ed the Tirpitz beneath her water- 
line, v 

The size of the raiding force was 
nat disclosed but the announcement 
said three submarines had failed to 
return and there was a possibility 
some of their crews had been cap- 
tured by the Germans. 


DAMAGE UNCERTAIN 

The admiralty said it is was im- 
possible to assay the damage at the 
time of the attack, but reconnais- 
sance photographs taken three 
weeks later showed the 35,000-ton 
pride of the Nazi fiect had not 
moved from her anchorage and oil 
spouting from her great tanks had 
spread for two miles. 

Details on the size and comple- 
ment of the little craft were not 
announced. Jane's aufhoritative 
“Fighting Ships” shows British 
class “H” training submarines of 
410 to 500 tons with a complement 
of 22, but presumably the midgets 
are much smaller. 

The announcement stressed that 
to reach the hiding place of the 
Nazi warships the submarines were 
forced to operate more than 1,000 
miles from the nearest British base.

A number of Allied sources have acknowledged recently 
that our air attack on Germany is running into ever more 
vigorous fighter plane resistance. Mr. Churchill even describ- 


ed one of the new weapons, a

It is known that the new Messer- 
schmitt fighter (109-G) carries 
greater fire power than earlier 
models. German combat aircraft 
are being more pie , 
and more equip- , 
ped with 20 and 23 
mm, cannon, This 
enables them to 
stay out of the 
range of the 50 
calibre machine 
guns carried by 
our bombers, and 
to fire at us from 
a safe distance. —_.s 

Such facts raise deSeversky 
again the whole vital question of 
performance factors in our aviation, 
as against sheer numbers. Precise- 
ly because ours is a nation devoted 
to mass production, there is always 
the temptation to rely on quantity 
to the detriment of quality—a policy 
which, in air war, would prove 
disastrous. 

Recently the President in his mes- 
sage to Congress had this to say: 

“We must remember that in any 
great air attack the British and Am- 
ericans lose a fairly high proportion 
of planes, and these losses must be 
made up quickly, so that the weight 
of bombing shall not decrease for a 
day in the future. In fact, a high 
rate of increase must be maintained 
according to plan and that means 
constant stepping up of our produc- 
tion at home here.” 

The President has on previous 
occasions mentioned the importance 
of military fighting attributes in air- 
craft, All the same it is a pity he 
did not make this explicit and em- 
phatie at this time. Airmen are al- 
ways alarmed when quantity is 
stressed and performance is soft- 
pedalled, And with good reason. 
We know that air power strategy 
can be discredited if we fail to keep 
way out front in the matter of per- 
formance leadership. Whenever we 
attempt to meet a challenge in the 
air by outbuilding the enemy, we 
only increase our losses without 
bringing a decision nearer. We must 
also out-think the enemy, maintain- 
ing a tactical superiority over his 
equipment. ° 
NAZI THINKING DISTORTED 

Germany’s national thinking on 

air power was distorted by its ex- 
perience in the Battle of Britain. 
That failure tended to discredit air 
strategy in Nazi minds, and they 
have been paying dearly for the 
mistake ever since. They lost faith 
in strategic bombardment as such, 
when the fault was with their 
equipment and tHeir tactics in its 
employment. 

We should guard against air 
power being discredited in a simi- 
lar fashion in our own country, 
which is exactly what may happen 
if our air offensive is stymied 
by disproportionate losses. If 
modern war were only a contest 
in building we could probably 
win hands down. But it is also | 
a contest in ingenuity. The re- 
search laboratory is as crucial 
for the final outcome as the 
assembly belt, and this is espe- 
cially true in the sphere of aero- 
nautics. 

General Knudsen, when he head- 
ed up our production, once said 
that we must defeat the enemy with 
the weight of our equipment. As | 
a specialist in mass output it was 
quite natural that he should think 
in those terms. But weight of 
equipment is only half the story. 
We cannot hope to win by merely 
turning the crank of production. 
The sooner we stop thinking in 
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kind of aerial rocket torpedo, 


terms of abundance and begin to 
keep the factors of combat superi- 
ority in the forefront, the better. 


NEED BETTER PLANES 


The answer to German improve- 
ment in defensive fighter aircraft 
is not just more bombers, but better 
bombers, to close the tactical gap 
that has been created by Nazi inno- 
vations. 


Our Flying Fortress has been 
improved again and again, but it 
is, after all, an eight-year-old de- 
sign and the limits of its refine- 
ment have been reached. It has 
had its face lifted, so to speak, 
again and again, until little more 
in the way of higher performance 
can be squeezed out of it. 


New bombers about twice the size 
of the Flying Fortress have been 
announced and may be in action in 
the near future, But it is certainly 
not enough to bring out an advanc- 
ed type every six or eight years. 
The change has been long overdue 
and by the time the bigger bombers 
are in full production they may not 
be advanced enough to close the 
tactical gap. We need to think way 
ahead, and go in boldly for the 
most effective equipment allowed 
by aeronautical progress. 


TWO ARE COMPLEMENTARY 


In the years before the war and 
for some time after it started, for- 
ward-looking aviation people were 
discouraged as a matter of military 
policy from thinking in terms of 
strategy. They were told that such 
things were outside their compet- 
ence; and that the airplane is a 
tactical gadget and should be de- 
veloped only as such. 


Tine result was that they were 
unable to translate strategic ide 
into appropriate aircraft. Strat- 
egy and weapons are comple- 
mentary. Our national delay in 
utilizing the full potential of 
aviation science can be traced in 
the first place to that situation. 
Some of the conditions which 
caused the delay are yielding to 
the impact of events, but much 
too slowly. 

It is useful therefore to add a 
plea for the highest possible mil- 
itary performance to the Presi- 
dent’s emphasis on stepping up 
production. In the highly techno- 
logical duel in which we are en- 
gaged, the most dangerous attitude 
is the one so often expressed in 
high military circles; namely, that 
we must fight with the weapons

WITH THE 5TH ARMY ON 
THE VOLTURNO FRONT, Italy, : 
Oct. 12.—(AP)—Two large armies 
tonight faced each other across 
the narrow, twisting length of 
the Volturno river awaiting the 
signal that will touch off one of 
the biggest battles of the war. 

American artillery has been 
hammering enemy positions along 
the north bank of the flood-swept 
river without cessation during 
the last three days.

Air Minister Power is concerned about 
Allied air strength. He told an audience at 
- Windsor that the time may come when we 
shall have planes grounded because there 
are not trained men to fly them. In the 
recruiting drive a year ago the R.C.A.F.

Forty Years After 


It is 40 years since Rev. Dr. J. H. Riddell 
founded Alberta College in Edmonton, a 
pioneer school of advanced education 
whose name is now a household word 
throughout the city and district and which 
holds a place in the front rank of institu- 
tions of its class in the whole Dominion. 
Alberta had not then been made a province. 
Edmonton's only railway connection was 
the serpentine E.Y. and P. from Strath- 
cona. 

Only 67 students were enrolled in the 
first year. There were 1,700 in the 1942-43 
term. Meanwhile 40,000 young men and 
women have studied in the class rooms— 
and scattered to all parts of Canada, many 
to the United States and farther afield, 
and a great company of them serving in 
our forces at home and abroad. 

The part that Alberta College has 
played in the life of this community can- 
not be reduced to words and figures. The 
fruits of education cannot be counted, 
measured or weighed in terms of exactness 
,» They are in that sense intangible, great 
and vital though they are known to be. 
The lives of this great number of young 
people, most of them from homes in this 
section of Alberta, have been made richer 
and brighter and more useful through the 
training they received in the College. Un- 
doubtedly very many of them were thus 
directed into the occupations which have 
become their life callings, and all were 
helped in qualifying for success in what- 
ever line they chose to follow. 

Very hearty congratulations are due to 
Rev. Dr. F. 8.

Why Buy Bonds ? 


Most people who buy war bonds—and 
Savings certificates—do so in part because 
self-interest prompts them. It true 
that in doing this they help finance 
the nation’s war effort, but not in the 
sense that they help the effort when they 
pay taxes. Money that is put into bonds 
is not spent. Exactly the contrary. Spend- 
ing is restricted in order that the money 
can be saved. The investment represents 
self-denial. The buyer refrains from’ buy- 
ing things he can do without in order to 
accumulate for himself spending power 
for future use. Sometimes he does with- 
out things he very much wants, and which 
he might class even as personal or family 
needs, in order to put aside a portion of his 
present earnings for other days and pos- 
sibly more urgent needs. 

War bonds as an investment are attrac- 
tive only because the security is absolute, 
for the interest rate does not compare with 
the profits which might be gained if the 
money were put to other use. But because 
the security is absolute the investment 
Stands in a class by itself. There is no 
danger that the money will be lost, or that 
the interest will not be paid. If it is a duty 
to buy bonds, and it is, it is also an oppor- 
tunity. An opportunity which in wartime 
is offered nore often than in peace time. 
No person who can spare something from 
his earnings is now obliged by circum- 
BStances to put it into use involving a 
shadow of risk. He can deposit it with the 
Government on the security of the nation 
itself, and know for certain that his sav- 
ings will not be swept away by any mis- 
calculation. 

The Canadian who does not buy bonds 
—or certificates—is passing up the chance 
of a lifetime to protect his own future and 
that of his dependants.

The Rains Intervene 


Fall rains have come to the aid of the 
Axis forces in Russia, turning the ground 
into mud in the danger area west of 
Smolensk and slowing down the Red army 
offensive, Perhaps the respite will be 
welcome also to the Russians, who have 
heen on the drive for nearly three gruelling 
months and need rest. They also need time 
to regroup and bring up equipment and 
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supplies, for the transport service cannot 
have kept pace with the aavance, — 

Though in this central area the invad- 
ers still hold a thin slice of territory east 
of the river, the Dnieper is now the dividing 
line throughout most of its length; and the 
Dnieper at the nearest point is more thah 
300 miles from Stalingrad. The freeze-up 
comes in central Russia about the middle 
of November,ebut the larger streams are 
not bridged with firm ice until a month or 
more later. The prospect therefore is that 
there will be relatively little fighting in this 
sector for some weeks, since the mud which 
is halting the Russians will equally pre- 
vent the Nazis staging a counter-offensive. 

Inaction may be expected to spread 
from the Smolensk area south and north 
as the rains extend and roads become 
impassable. 

It was fortunate for the Russians that 
they were able to keep going until the 
enemy had been pushed across the Dnieper 
and until the rains came. Now both the 
river and the mud will be protective bar- 
riers behind which they can gather forces 
and equipment with which to force the 
winter operations in which they have 
shown themselves so remarkably superior 
to the invaders.

For there is such a thing, you) 
know, as a general acceptance of | 
war as a normal state. That has} 
happened several times in the) 
world’s history, notably in the Mid- | 
die Ages, when exceedingly pro-| 
longed struggles went on and on, 
not only because no decisive vic-| 
tory was gained, but because the/ 
populations of the warring coun-| 
tries fell into a lethargy of resigna- 
tion and eventually could not stir 
themselvts to those supreme efforts 
necessary to bring about a con- 
clusion. 

The irony of such a situation, as 
history shows, lies in the fact that} 
the more abhorrent war becomes, | 
the less are people able to drag 
themselves out of it. 
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It is a fact, and a tragic fact, that 
the people of belligerent countries | 
fall into such a lethargic state very 
rapidly and without being con- 
scious of it. It is also a tragic fact, | 
well-known to history, that any na- 
tion that is engaged in a war for 
more than four or five years at a 
time is in grave danger of sudden- | 
ly falling into such a state. 

There are children of nine and 10 
years old today who even now ac-| 
cept war as a normal condition, | 
having no clear recollection of any- | 
thing else. 

So, you see, that is why the query | 
about the end of the war is taking 
on a new urgency and a new im- 
portance. 

It would be folly to pretend to 
speak authoritatively and with ex- 


pert knowledge in reply to that! 
question One, of course, may} 
guess And I suppose everyone 


does guess. My own private guess 
is that which I made on this broad- 
cast some months ago, namely, that 
the European war will likely end in 
October, 1944. 

That guess, I may say, is made on 
exactly the same basis on which | 
pick a horse in a race. And that, 
God knows, is haphazardly enough 

However, there is no harm in} 
pointing oft certain factors which 
will play a part in fixing the date of 
the war's end 

The first and most discussed fac-| 
tor is the problematical! collapse of 
} Germany internally. Now this is 
something on which no intelligent | 
man will even hazard a guess. 
There is not enough accurate infor- 
mation available. We haven't even 
| a fraction of the facts. 
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We can oniy say this; that no mat- 
ler how desperate conditions be- 
come in Germany, no matter how 
despondent and defeatist her peo- 
| ple, so long as the German secret 
police, which literally has the Ger- 
man people in a nation-Wide intern- 
ment camp, remains faithful to the 
Nazi leaders, there is not much | 
chance of the same thing happening | 
in this war as happened in the last.

If any of these things happens, 
Germany might collapse internally. | 
And the war might end in two or 
three months. It is a hope with 
whicb to console ourselves. It is not 
a hope to believe. 

There are dozens of other factors 
which will contribute to the war's 
conclusion, and of which there is | 
no time to speak in an address 
which necessarily must touch only 


highlights. The chief of these, I 
think, is the future attitude of 
Russia. 


At the present moment, heavy 
Autumn rains have called a halt to 
the spectacular series of Russian 
successes. By the end of November, 
the terrain will be in fighting con- 
dition again. Winter conditions will 
give the Russians a further advant- 
age. There is no reason to believe 
that their soldiers, seasoned Winter 
fighters, will not be able to con- 
tinue their advance with greater 
speed and success than before. 
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But will they do it? There is an- 
other question that must be an- 
swered. And it is important to be 
utterly frank and realistic about 
it. 

The Germans have put out the 
rumor that the Russians are going 
to ask for a separate peace if they 
drive the Germans back beyond the 
territory claimed by the Soviets, 
The inference is that Germany real- 
izing that the Russian war is lost, is 
deliberately staging an orderly if 
belligerent retreat with the idea of 
encouraging the Russians to nego- 
tlate for a separate peace. 

Now it is ridicuious to deny that 
such a thing is possible, It is ridicu- 
lous to go all sentimental and tear- 
fully declare that the Russians 
wouldn't do such a thing. Of course 
they would, if it gained them eny- | 
thing to. do it 


In suppor: of those who fear that 
Russia will make a separate peace 
is the fact that Russian criticism of 
Britain’s failure and America’s fail- 
ure to open a new front in West 
Europe still goes bitterly on. It is 
conjectured by some that this crit- 
icism is maintained at white heat 
for the deliberate purpose of pro- 
viding the Russians with an excuse 
for making a separate peace. 

That is one side of the case and 
we must face it courageously. It is 


| needless to say that should Russia 


really withdraw from the struggle, 
a stalemate might ensue in the West 
that could prolong the war for 
years. 

On the other hand, there are good 
reasons for believing that Russia 
would do no such thing. 
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There is the temper of the Rus- 
sian people, for instance, raised to 
frantic bitterness against the Ger- 
mans. There is said to be such a 
sentiment of hatred in Russia that 
Stalin would court revolution if he 
attempted to stay *the hand of 
enraged Russian soldiers who have 
seen their homes destroyed by the 
barbarous enemy. 

Then, there is the Russian pride 
in their army. The Russian army is 
not a temporary organization as it 
is in democratic countries. It is not 
a machine built up to do a single 
job of work. It is a permanent 
thing. It is a symbolic thing. It is 
not an instrument of Russia—it is 
Russia, 

Well, then, is it reasonable to 
believe that the operations of this 
magnificent machine would be cur- 
tailed for political purposes at a 
moment when it could win the 
greatest victory in history? 

If this is the case, ‘it is possible 
that the Russians may inflict such 
damage on the. Germans this Winter 
as to break their military power 
before Spring. 

This, then, is a fair picture of the 
situation, One may draw one’s own 
conclusions, make one’s own guesses 
and write one’s own ticket.

And these were not matters of 
military necessity, ‘but merely the

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Eweryone realizes that no point) 
is served in calling the Germans | 


names and rabidly denouncing their 
behaviour. But what, in heaven's 
name, are we going to do with 
them? 

The fact is that the writing of 
the peace will pose a much greater 
spiritual problem, than a military 
or economic or political problem. 
You can’t put them to the sword; 


| you can’t assuage their savagery by 


adjusting their economic affairs; 
you can’t temper their greed by 
changing their political system. 

It boils down to this; that the re- 
curring problem of the periodically 
insurgent Germanic tribes is beyond 
purely human solution. It involves 
a change in German character that 
cannot be effected by purely human 
means. 

Those of you, then, who have been 
despising the Christian Church as

OTTAWA—No statement issued 
by the government hitherto in this 
war has been so widely misunder- 
stood as the Ralston announcement 
on the reorganization of the hame 
defence army. 

The immediate reaction in isola- 
tion circles at Washingtdn was that 
Canada was cutting down her war 
effort. Even more important, how- 
ever, is the confusion of thought 
created at home. Nearly two weeks 
after the announcement it is still 
widely believed that our home 
army, in the wording of the an- 
nouncement, is to be “partially dis- 
banded” and that the “smaller total 
establishment” will mean the return 
of substantial numbers of conscript- 
ed men to the farms, the factories, 
| the woods and the mines. 

Nothing could be farther from the 
fact than that there will be any de- 
mobilization of this kind. On the 
contrary, the calls for military ser- 
vice, now going out to-married men 
up to 30 years of age, are continu- 
ing and will continue to go out 
and the question of raising the age 
| limit above 30 years may soon have 
| to be faced. 
| Curiously enough, there-was noth- 
ing in the announcemept which Mr,

On the 
previous day he had said that there 
were more than 190,000 men over- 
seas as of March 31, 1943, Men were 
going overseas at the rate of 70,000 
per year and these would be largely 
for reinforcement. On May 14, he 
pointed out that there were in Can- 
ada more than 185,000 active service 
men, of whom at least 100,000 could 
be made available for overseas ser- 
vice, Finally, and ignoring the fact 
that recruiting is still proceeding, 
there were 65,000 conscripted men 
who, if need be, could be sent over-

The announcement on Sept. 12 
means that the home astablishment 
is going to be cut down not in the 
interest of home industry but of 
the overseas army. The overseas 
men in the home army establish- 
ment are going to be withdrawn: 
this is the real purpose of the “dis- 
bandment.” The only men who will 
be discharged from service are 
those who are physically unfit and 
no longer of use to the army, Since 
they will all be well below cate- 
gory A, that means that needy in- 
dustries at home will obtain no re- 
j lief, Mr. Ralston never has con- 
ceded their claim against the army 
except in very limited numbers and 
in special circumstances, He doesn't 
do s0 now. 

Moreover, the demand for physi- 
cally fit men, while substantially 
reduced by the army program an- 
nounced last May, is not being 
changed. Indeed, as Mr. Ralston 
|told the Commons in May, this de- 
mand will continue until the end of 
the war. He looked forward not to 
belt-slackening but to belt-tight- 
ening. The manpower situation will 
not become easier; it will become 
more difficult. 
| There are those who say that in 
|view of the manpower crisis, the 
goverment should ruthlessly prune 
home defence, apply over-all con- 
;scription and thus stop further 
lfarmy demands on civilian man- 
power, Mr. Ralston’s reorganization, 
as his statement in Parliament made 
clear, has been undertaken partly 
as an answer to this kind of crit- 
icism. 
| There is an important difference, 
| however, between Mr, Ralston's 
statement to parliament last May 
and the recent announcement, In 
May, Mr. Ralston clearly indicated 
that the home defence forces, after 
the reorganization, would be a mini- 
mum. Further reductions were not 
to be expected. In this announce- 
ment he speaks of the reorganiza- 
tion as being “the latest reduction” 
and adds that the possibility of fur- 
ther cuts are being studied. The 
improvement in the war, rather 
than in the domestic manpower, sit- 
uation is probabiy responsible for 
this change. And it goes without 
Saying that any further reductions 
in the home defence establishment 
jot be undertaken with the purpose 


of aiding still further the overseas 
army.

Western Canadian Troops in Italy 


Fight Fierce Action to Take Hill

WITH THE 8TH ARMY IN 
ITALY, Oct. 12,— (CP) — 
Troops from western Canada 
had one of the fiercest fights 
on the Canadian front in Italy 
when they advanced on a well- 
defended crossroads in this 
area, 

The Western Canadians fought 
against German armor and self- 
Propelled guns for nearly 12 

hours over ground much like the 
downs of southern England. They 


came under intense machine gun 
and mortar fire but broke up the 
enemy's defence of the important 
road junction. 


(The location of the action was 
net given in this dispatch, presum- 
ably for security reasons, but the 
Canadian 1st Division, which is at- 
tached to the British 8th Army. has 
been fighting in the neighborhood 
of Termoli on the Adriatic coast.) 


PUSH UP HILL 


The operation started in mid-
